This  index  c-i  /JiA  studies  has  been  prei^ared  to  bring  together  information 
on  the  wide  ran£:e  of  investigations^  ajial^'ses^  etc.  5.  that  are  being 
carried  on  in  .AlIA  In  connection  vvith  its  marketing  vork.     It  is  being 
circulated  to  administrati.ve  heads  and  professional  personnel  i.n  the 
various  brsnches  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  of  use  to  them^  both  for 
specific  reference  and  in  giving  them  a  picture  of  the  scope  of  the 
research  viort  of  the  administration* 

In  preparing  the  index^  the  operating  branches  vjere  asked  to  submit  short 
sumiiiarv  statements  of  studies  the^^  are  carr3,d.ng  on.    These  have  been 
listed  by  title ^  follc'.'ed  by  an  abbreviation  indicating  the  branch  report- 
ing the  study  (see  p.  ii)  and  the  name  of  a  person  (usually^  but  not 
necesiaril)'",  the  person  in  charge  of  the  study)  of  whom  specific  inquiries 
regarding  it  may  be  made. 

The  administrator  or  professional  ivorker  Iccl-cing  through  the  index  w'ill 
be  likely  to  notice  many  phases  of  .marketing  that  are  dealt  ^^ith  scantily 
or  not  at  all.    In  some  cases  this  undoubtedly  indicates  weaknesses  in 
AliA's  research  viork  and  it  is  the  intention  that  this  survej^  of  AIIA 
studies  be  folloi\?ed  up  vvith  some  interpretative  analyses  that  i^ill 
appraise  the  strong  and  v?eak  points  in  our  program.    It  iiiust  be  borne 
in  mind,  of  course,  thot  AMA  is  primaril^^  an  administrative rather  than 
an  investigative,  agency  and  takes  advantage  of  the  extensive  research 
vvork  carried  on  by  BA;^  and  other  agencies,  within  and  i'»;ithout  the 
Department,  for  much  of  the  fact-finding  and  analysis  that  underlie  its 
activities. 

In  other  cases,  lack  of  references  in  the  index  to  certain  phases  of 
marketing  indicates  only  that  the  index  itself  is  incomplete*     It  is  a 
first  attem.pt  and  suffers  the  usual  vjeaknesses  of  nev^  ventures.  In 
reporting  studies  different  branches  made  different  decisions  as  to  v:ha.t 
things  should  be  listed  as  se-oarate  projects,  vhat  things '  should  be 
lum.ped  together  under  a.  single  gen'^ral  title,  and  ivhat  things  should  be 
left  out  entirely  as  being  mere  routine  aidminist native  v!ork.     The  result 
is  lack  01  uniformity  betT-een  different  branches.     The  airrangement  of 
the  index  is  like-Adse  imperfect  in  various  ^N^Js;  many  inconsistencies 
can  be  pointed  out  in  the  headings  and  classifications.     Since  the  best 
test  of  its  faults  will  be  the  extent  to  which  they  shoiv  up  in  use,  it 
has  seem.ed  better  to  circulate  it  as  is  and  ask  for  criticisms  and  sug- 
gestions from  the  users  ratrier  than  take  tLme  for  a  greater  degree  of 
armxhair  refinement. 

If  the  present  survey  seems  to  justify  it,  revised  indexes  will  be 
prepared  from  time  to  tame,  as  seems  necessary  to  keep  up-to-date* 
is  therefore  hoped  that  those  ivho  use  the  index  will  express  their 
reactions  to  it  and  their  suggestions  as  to  ways  of  making  it  more 
These  should  be  sent  to  H.  II,  Southworth,  Room  2704,  Ixt.
